We wish to reply to your memo of June 1, 1945 in 
v/hich you ask what is necessary to accomplish the winding 
up of the above company . 



The Margaret Eaton School was incorporated under 
the laws of the Province of Ontario as an unlimited company 
on August 3, 1906 for the purpose of conducting an Educational 
Institution. The company was capitalized at $40,000. 
consisting of 400 shares with a par value of $100.00 each, 
of which only 200 shares were issued. 



As these shares are all Common shares and not 
redeemable, there is no way of the Margaret Eaton School 
getting them back without winding up the company. Consequently, 
it will be necessary to have the shareholders of the Margaret 
Eaton School to surrender shares for cancellation and the 
assets ($20,000.), if any, to be distributed to the share- 
holders. The procedure for winding up the Margaret Eaton 
School would be quite simple as the ordinary winding up 
procedure provided for by the Act which is designed for 
companies having creditors and outside shareholders would not 
have to be used. In this case, all that would have to 
be done would be to surrender the Charter and in our opinion, 
this could be done by the following procedure set out below: 

1. Simple agreement would have t o be entered into between 
the Margaret Eaton School and the shareholders whereby 
the shareholders agree to surrender all shares held by 
them and the Margaret Eaton School together with all 
certificates and evidences of shares so held. 

2. A meeting of the Directors of the Margaret Eaton School 
would then be called to pass a by-law', a resolution 
approving this agreement and authorizing a petition for 
surrender of the company's Charter. 

3. Application would then have to be made to the Provincial 
Secretary for the surrender of the Charter. In this 
regard, various documents -would have to signed such as 
affidavits etc. 

4. Notice of Application to surrender the Charter would 
have to be published once in t he Ontario Gazette ana once 
in a newspaper in the district where the head office of 
the company is situated. Upon satisfactory proof of 
application and upon filing of the proper papers the 
Lieutenant Governor (that is, the Provincial Secretary's

Department) would fix a date upon and from which the 
corporation is dissolved and from that date the 
company would cease to exist. 

If you prefer to have draft documents prepared 
covering the surrendering of the Charter, we would be 
very glad to prepare the same.
